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Is there any thing honourable in man but the

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ned of God by continuance in well-doing : ſeek 
Humility, that goes before honor; exair juſtice, 
ſer up righteoutneſs, and truth in Judgement;

God, with God,, as you may read in the! Serip- 
tures, Who never needed to ſeek-it from men 
while they retained G23d :- But $4]: when God
